FAILURE OF DRIVE TO CURTAIL SPEEDING IS CAUSED 


BY ADOPTION OF WRONG METHODS 


The other evening the Board of Se- 
lectmen requested the police department 
to be more active against speeders. The 
board apparently either felt that the 
police department were not bringing 
enough drivers into court after the firs 
no-fix order of this year, or that speeding 
had not been materially reduced by the 
drive. To believe the first would be to 
say that the selectmen were merely in- 
clined to be bull-headed with motorists, 
and that of course is an unfair charge to 
make against our ‘Town Fathers. To 
believe the second reason would be to 
admit that the drive has apparently 
failed—the only plausible assumption, 

Speeding has kept up in Andover and 
everywhere else in the Bay State not 
because of the purpose of no-fix drives, 
but because of the methods used. When 
a man makes a mistake—and with 
today’s smooth-running cars, it is easy 
to drive fifty miles an hour without real- 
izing it—the first thing one thinks of is 
to “get” him for that mistake, make him 
pay for it. The first thing one thinks of 
is not always the best thing, but it seems 
that the officials of the state and the 
various communities have not thought 
beyond the first thing. 


What we want to do here in Andover 
and everywhere else is to make motor- 
ists and pedestrians accident-conscious. 
Stopping them, bringing them into 
court, fining them merely gives them an 
anti-police complex. They ll speed again 
the first chance they get; unless there's 
a police officer watching them, they'll 
speed out of spite. Then there'll be an 
accident possibly, despite no-fix drives. 
There must be co-operation, the promo- 
tion of a desire on the part of motorists 
to drive safely. Stop them, talk to them 
courteously, warn them that if they are 
caught speeding again in Andover, they 
will be fined. That will go farther toward 
reducing speeding than a no-fix drive,

and it will not leave a bad taste toward 
the town and toward the police. In 
bridge when a player is vulnerable he is 
a little more cautious; when an autoist 
has been once stopped and warned, he’s 
vulnerable, and he'll be more cautious. 

Then, too, an officer should be kept 
patrolling the street, in plain sight; 
that’s the best warning sign there ever 
was. No one will speed past a police 
officer that he can see. At the same time 
no one is more despised than the officer 
who lurks behind a wall in an endeavor 
to catch an offender. Remember: the 
purpose of a no-speeding drive should be 
not to catch speeders but to reduce 
speeding, and it’s the officer out in plain 
sight who best serves that purpose. 

A year or so ago a suggestion was 
made at town meeting that some warn- 
ing signs be purchased for our Main 
street, but the appeal was turned down. 
Between Hidden road and the Lawrence 
line there are very few traflic signs, aside 
from the big ‘School, Campus, Pedestri 
an” sign near the academy and the un- 
enforceable “No parking” signs along 
the business section. There’s probably 
not a resident of Andover who hasn't 
listed his pressure off the accelerator 
when he happened to see a sign “This 
Road Patrolled;” similarly, most of us 
when we see a sign “Speed Limit, 20 
Miles Per Hour” unconsciously slow 
down from forty to at least thirty, 
usually a safe speed with today’s high- 
powered brakes. 

When our traffic philosophy becomes 
one in which every attempt is made to 
aid the motorist rather than to trap him, 
our accident rate will go tumbling. That 
is why it is unfortunate that our select- 
men should persist in intensifying this 
type of drive which is in direct contra- 
vention to the opinions of those who 
have had actual contact with traffic 
problems for years.

No genuine American would 
exchange it for any other form of government 
under the sun. To us it is a sacred heritage 
that must be protected and preserved at all 
costs, To exchange the Constitution for some 
unproven theory such as Communism or any 
other ism would be treason, and while it is 
evident that there are some Benedict Arnolds 
in our country they are in the minority. 
Thank God, true Americans still rule Ameri- 
ca. I wish I could place in the hands of every 
man and woman and child in America, a copy 
of “The Key to the Constitution of the 
United States,” which is being distributed by 
the American Constitutionalists.
